The veady-to-cet cereals aré all 
very well with fruit and sugar and 
cream on @ warm summer morning 
but when there's a nip in the alr a 
dish of steaming oatmeal porridge 
or mush is needed to make a hearty 
breakfast.

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WHY THE RIGHT ABOUT? 

So remarkable a reversion of public opinion as 
was recorded at the polls in Alberta on Monday 
does not come about without cause, or causes 
Prohibition, which swept the province cight years 
ago, was not thrown overboard simply because 
time had passed since the previous vote was taken. 
Back of that change in policy is a change of mind 
on the part of the voters, the majority of whom 
do not now believe, as they did eight years ago, 
that it is advisable to apply legislation which 
seeks to prevent the sale and use of liquor as a 
beverage. Whatever the liquor law of the future 
is to be, it is in order to canvass the situation to 
find out why that change of mind has taken place, 
for some of the factors which told against the 
success of prohibitory legislation will tell also 
against any other method of controlling the trade 
and use of intoxicants. 

For one thing, we are not now under the condi- 
tions of 1915. The war has ended, in victory. The 
dread of defeat has gone. With it has gone also 
something of the popular willingness to make 
self-denial for the common good. In war days 
people did without meat, without eggs, 
sugar; all for the sake of maintaining that solid 
wall of fighting men across France and preserv- 
ing the staying power of the civilian populations 
who had to support them. Alberta closed the 
bars as a war measure, when waste of any kind 
was recognized to be an act of near-treason ; and 
by a succession of amendments while still under 
the influence of those sterner times its people 
evolved legislation which made it illegal to have 
or drink Liquor. The menace to national and per- 
sonal liberty has gone, and with it the sense of

against prohibition for the last five years. 

There was no efficient attempt made to counter 
this ambushed attack. When the prohibitory legis 
lation was placed upon the statute book the 
teaching of temperance was practically abandon. 
ed. It was lightly assumed by parents, churches, 
newspapers and others concerned that ‘‘booze’’ 
had been banished, and that it was no longer 
necessary to warn the young against the conse- 
quences of indulgence. In the eight years which 
have elapsed thousands of young men and women 
have come into the franchise. They donot know 
what the sale of liquor mea:t in the days of 
licensed bars, they have been tanght to treat the 
whale question as a joke; and their votes were 
quite numerous enough to account for the major 
ity rolled up against prohibition and for permis- 
sional sale. In the result clause ‘‘D’’ has been 
adopted by a very large majority. The Bulletin 
has no quarrel with this result and desires only 
to see the new legislation properly framed in 
accordance with the wishes of the people as ex- 
pressed at the polls, and also that such legislation 
Shall receive a fuir trial. In the words of the 
1917 election slogan, ‘‘Let the People Rule.’’ 


FEDERAL ROAD MONEY. 

The Good Roads Association is urging the pro- 
vincial Government to take advantage of the offer 
made by the Dominion Government to give finan- 
cial assistance for the construction of roads. It is 
to be hoped that this will be done, if the condi- 
tions of the grant do not destroy its value so far 
as this province is concerned. To qualify for the 
grant, roads have to be built in accord with cer- 
tain specifications laid down by the Dominion 
authorities. It may be that these specifications 
are adapted to eastern rather than western con- 
ditions, and that to build roads of that type in 


Alberta would cost the province more, even with | 


the Dominion subsidy, than to construct the kind 
of roads that are practicable without the subsidy. 
The ‘‘gravel’’ road so common in the older prov- 
inces is not practically possible in Alberta, exce)t 
in certain sections. But Alberta hag an abundant 
supply of tar sand, admirably adapted for ma‘ 
ing the kind of road that is needed here. 
specifications governing the grant can be con 
structed so as to apply to a dirt road surfaced 
with tar sands, this province should be able to do 
some road-making that would 
conditions and draw the Federal assistance.
